Colombian War Ship Is Be- 
ing Pursued by American 
bunboat Concord 


LAWS OF WAR VIOLATED 
BY COLOMBIAN WAR SHIP 


Concord Was Ordered to Pursue and 
Capture the Colombian Vessel, 
but It Is Not Known 
Whether Concord Has 
Been Successful. 


San Francisco, December 2.—(Special.} 
The officers of the steamship City of 
Para, which arrived today from Panama, 
say that at the time of the revolution the 
Colombian gun boat Bogota was lying in 
the harbor. It was understood that the 
executive officers of the vessel would 
stand with the revolutionists, although 
the commanding officer of the vessel stout- 
ly refused to join the rebels. 

The time of the revolution was chosen 
when the captaYn was ashore. He was 
taken prisoner with the others of the 
government officers and the command of 
the war ship was then with the executive 
officer'on board. Then two revolutionists 
went to the steamer to inform the execu- 
tive officer of what had taken place. The 
executive officer met the revolutioni!sts 
on the gangway an4& shot one of them. 
The other escaped. 

The Bogota then slipped her moorings 
and started for sea. On the way she 
was fired on by a detachment of the 
rebels). The Bogota replied by sending 
two shells over the heads of the rifle 
men into the city. The Bogota went 
alongside the British steamship Toboga 
that had a cargo of coal and attempted 
to take’ a supply. 

Complaint was made by the master 
of the ship to the British consul of an 
atfempt at piracy and the American gun 
boat was sent in search of the Colombian 
gun boat, but up to the time the City of 
Para left the port the Concord had not 
returned. 


DEFEAT WAITING

BASSETTE GAVE PRAISE 
T0 BOOKER WASHINGTON 


Pronounced Negro Greatest Man 
South Ever Produced, Except 
Lee—Bassette Resigned, but 
Trustees Refused to Ac- 
cept Resignation. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 2.+The trus- 
tees of Trinity college having voted 
eighteen to’seven to refuse to accept the 
resignation of Professor Bassette, gave 
to the public today a statement of their 
position in the matter, which in sub: 
Stance is as follows: 

“We ha@d before us the offer of Dr. 
John 8. Bassette to resign his professor- 
ship of history, and it is made clear to 
us that it was not presented out of a 
voluntary decision to sever his connec- 
tion with the college, but that it was ten- 
dered under coercive influences from the 
outside and because of a feeling that his 
further connection with the college might 
bring injury to it. Candor impels us to 
admit our regret that Professor Bassette 
has expressed certain opinions which 
gave offense to many, and we are glad to 
find that those opinions were expressed 
solely on his own authority, through 2 
medium which is in no sense an oagan 
of The college, and not at all in his ca- 
pacity as college official, so that neither 
this board nor the college can be held 
responsible for them. 

No Coercicn of Thought. 

“On the contrary, it clearly appears 
that the faculty and the students dis- 
agree with certain of Professor Bas- 
sette’'s opinions—so far as we can ascer- 
tain, unanimously. Neither do we agree 
with him. Nevertheless, both faculty 
and students, with equal unanimity, 
have manifested their desire that this 
board decline to accept Professor Bas- 
‘Sette’s offer of his resignation and for 
the following reasons, which seem to us 
vital, we decline to accept it: 

“I. Any formal coercion of thought and 
private judgmert is contfary to the 
constitutional aims of Trinity collegs:, 
which is ‘to cherish a sincere spirit of 
tolerance.’ 

"2. We are particularly unwilling to 
lend ourselves to any tendency to de- 
stroy or limit academic liberty. 

“3. We believe that society in the en? 
will find a surer benefit by exercising 
patience than it can secure by yielding 
to its resentments. The search for truth 
should be unhampered and {fn an at- 
mosphere that is free. Liberty may 
some time turn to folly; yet it is better 
that some should be tolerated than that 
all should think and speak under the 
denying influence of repression. 

“4. The matter that has engaged our 
attention is of more than local interest 
and will be far-reaching in its results, 

‘5. Trinity college is affiliated with a 
great church whose spirit and doctrines 
are tolerant and generous, and a due 
regard for the teachings and traditions 
of this Christian society requires us to 
exercise our judgment in harmony with 
its spirit and doctrines. 

“Viewing the matter in the light of 
those wider interests, and finding that 
there is no complaint against Professor 
Bassette’s moral character, his scholarly 
fitness, his energy, his competency as a 
teacher, or his cOmmand of the confi- 
dence of his classes, we are sure that 
duty requires us to decline the offer of 
his resignation. 

‘We state as a fact that Professor 
Bassette does not believe, nor does he 
teach, social equality, and we have con- 
fidence in him both as a@ man and a 
teacher.

After the announcement of the decision 
of the trustees, a large number of stu- 
dents gathered on the college campus 
and hanged in effigy Editor Josephus 
Daniels, whose paper, The News and 
Observer, had led the fight against the 
doctrines promulgated by Professor Baas- 
sette. 

What Professor Bassette Said. 

Trinity college is conducted under the 
auspices of the Methodist Episcopa} 
church, south. Some time ago Profes- 
sor Bassette wrote an article for Tha 
South Atlantic Quarterly on the negro. 
In this article Professor Bassette was 
very laudatory of Booker Washington. 
Among other things he said that, with 
the single exception of General Robert 


E. Lee, Booker Washington is the great- 
est man born in. the south in a hundred 
years. Professor Bassette was bitterly 
criticised and tendered his resignation, 
but the tender was refused by the trus- 
tees on the grounds stated above,

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Chicago, December 2.—A meeting of the 
Dowieites was held in the tabernacle at 
Zion City tonight. It was called by 
Dowle for the purpose of starting a fund 
of $1,000,000, with which to pay off all 
the indebtedness that hangs over Zion 
City and himself. The outpouring of his 
followers was not one to bring cheer ‘o 


the heart of the general overseer of Zion. | 


The tabernacle seats 6,000 people, and 
usually all the s@ats are taken at the 
special meetings called by Dowle. 
Tonight the hal} was not over halt- 
filled and the gathering was not as en- 
thusiastic as might be desired by a man 
who was in tmmediate need of funds. 
Dowle gave to his followers a statement 
of the financial situation of Zion City, 
told them that the assé¢ts were ample, the 
only trouble being that he was not able 
to realize upon them at once. All he 
needed was a contribution of ready mon- 
ey with ;which to tide over the present 


crisis im the affairs of the city, and this 
once done, Zion would grow to greater 
power than ever before. 

Will Rebuild Jerusalem. 

“T love this taf@rnacle,” he sald. ‘‘I 
loved all my tabéfnacles as I loved my 
people. As my people have grown, so 
have my temples 6f worship. And when 
we prepare to leave this tabernacle for 
the last time, the next ‘house of wor- 
Ship will be Jerus#iem. 

“Yes; we wif Hei rebuild Jerusalem. 
It has always been my prayer. Goda 
has told me to do it. God tells all of 
you to do it. But not now. That will 
come Inter. 

‘*TMhe flesh pots are the cause of our 
coming here tonight. They are a joke to 
me. For an hour the dogs have theught 
they led me.

Cries of “No.”

I knew 
it by the stench that came ahead of 
them.” 

It is declared by the receivers appoint- 
ed vesterday for Zion City that the affairs 
of Dowle are in a worse condition than 
was at first supposed. Recetver Currier 
said tonight: 

“I believe that Dr. Dowle will be able 
to pay off all hig Obligations in time. 
Just ‘how long this time wil] be is some- 
thing that we will not be able to tel) un- 
til we have made a thorough investiga- 
tion of all his affairs, I understand that 
Dr. Dowie thinks that he will be able 
to settle al] claims against him in the 
course of five weeks.” 

Dowie Liabilities Are $725,000. 

Yesterday it was the opinion that the 
liabilities of Dowie would not amount to 
over $350,000. Tonight it is admitted by 
the receivers and their attorneys that the 
claims against him for merchandise 
alone will aggregate $500,000, and in ad- 
dition to this amount that there are 
mortgages on his property at Zion City 
amounting to $125,000. which are due 
the first of next year. He oweg $100,000 
to his brother in law, Samuel Stevenson, 
making a total of $725,000. At the Zion 
City genera] store, where Receiver Cur- 
rier was introduced to Deacon Clenden- 
non, the general manager of the stores, 
the question arose as to whether the 
“trade checks” in use at Zion City were 
to be accepted at the store under Receiv- 
er Currier’s administration in payment of 
purchases. 

Clendennon sald that many residents of 
Zion had little or no ready money and 
were depending on trade checks which 
were given as money. If these checks 
were refused at the store he said it would 
work a great hardship. After consulting 
with his attorneys Receiver Currier said 
that the checks will not be accepted. This 
decision was also made known to the 
manager of the fresh food gupply of Zion 
which includes the butcher shop. 2 

In a short time it became known 
throughout the city, occasioning a panic 
among those of Dowle’s followers whose 
only assets are the trade checks. How 
these are to live during the coming week 
unless they are assisted by the more 
well-to-do neighbors was acknowledged 
to be problematical. 

Bank Secrets Guarded. 

The secrets of the Dowie bank have 
been zealously guarded, not even the 
state auditor has been able to secure a 
statement of the condition of the insti- 
tution. The legislature, through a com- 
mittee, sought to probe into the methods 
of the- bank three years ago, but was 
forced to acknowledge defeat. That it is 
the intention of Receivers Blount and 
Currier to go to the bottom of the bank- 
ing instiution, scrutinize the methods of 
doing business as wel] as the financia]

"Easy Boss’ Is Being Di-

Washington Is Notified. 

Washington, December 2.—Twyo cable- 
grams, one from the junta and the other 
from the minister for foreign affairs of 
the republic of Panama, announcing the 


approva] of the Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty 
were received by Minister Bunau-Varilla 
today. They are as follows:

apprcved and signed the cana] treaty.

‘Panama, Deccomber 2.—We are happy 
to communicate to your excellency that 
we have just ratified the Hay-Bunau-

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Forty miles of new railroad will be 
bullt in Florida and south Georgia with- 
in the next few months. 

One hundred and seventy thousand 
acres of timber land in the former state 
has been purchased by interests repre- 
sented by H. M. Atkinson, and on his 
recent trip to New York and Boston the 
money to make the payment was se- 
cured. This timber purchase is in con- 
nection with the Aripeka saw mills, 
which will, it is said, be greatly enlarg- 
ed and their capacity proportionately in- 
creased under the new management. 
The railroad will be used to transport 
the product of the mills to one of the 
lines that penetrates that territory. It 
is not stated exactly where the new 
short road will connect, nor with what 
iarge road, but plans are maturing at 
present to make the enterprise one of 
the largest ir. that part of Florida. The 
new road will be equipped for carrying 
passengers, as well as freight, and it is 
tnought that it will in time form a val- 
uable link between some of the large 8ys- 
tems. 

It is considered quite an achievement 
in financial circles to raise such a large 
sum of money in tight markets like the 
present, and is said to demonstrate the 
faith of northern capitalists in the se- 
curily offered by southern investments. 


A party of nine people from Brock- 
ings, 8S. Dak., bound for St. Petersburg, 
Maj, for the winter, passed through 
Atlanta yesterday afternoon. They trav- 
eled over the Monon, the Queen and 
Crescent, the Southern, the Central and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida. At 
Palatka the party will stop to examine 
the famous White Sulphur Springs, the 
waters of which are said to have worked 
many cures. After leaving Palatk?, 
they will journey down the coast to St. 
Petersburg, and will remain all winter. 
It is said that some of them are look- 
ing for hemes, and if they are pleased 
with the climate and advantages of the 
Ficrida city they will remain there per- 
manently. 


In addition to the regular sleeper on 
the Dixie Fiver run of the Central and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida, an ex- 
tra sleeper will be handled today to ac- 
commodate a party of prospectors from 
the northwest who intend making a visit 
to Florida The travel in that direction 
has opened u; sconer than usual, and 
already ua number of parties have pass- 
ed through here en route to the different 
resorts that are now open in that State. 
It is expected that by the end of the 
season, about May. 1904, all past records 
will have been broken, 

The Frisco exhibit car, containing a 
miniature exposition of the resOurces and 
products of Oklahoma, has attracted a 
great deal of favorable attention, and has 
caused many inquiries as to why the 
roads of this section do not similarly 
a@dvertise the southern states. The car 
has been in this city since December |, 
and will remain a few days ionger. 


It is the general opinion of the local 
railroad men that The Constitution’s fore- 
cast as to the next executive officers to 
he elected by the board of directors of 
the Central is correct.

New Ambassador of Great 
Britain Formally Received, 


Sir Mortimer Assures the President 
That King Edward Wants 
Friendly Relations to Con- 
tinue Between United 
States and Britain. 


Washington, December 2.—Sir Henry 
Mortimer Durand, successor to Sir 
Michael Herbert as the ambassador of 
Great Britain to the United States, was 
formally received by the president this 
afternoon, the speeches being notably 
felicitous and gracious. 

Durand to Roosevelt. 

Sir Mortimer addressed the president as 

follows: 


“Mr. President: I have the honor to 
inform you that King Edward Vil, my 
&ugust sovereign, has directed me to pre- 
ag Ba 9 Bag een this letter accredit-

States Bap ellen ador to the United 

His majesty has further directed me 
to assure you of his earnest desire that 
the friendly rélations which exist between 
the United States and Great Britain may 
be maintained and strengthened, and I 
have received his majesty’s command to 
keep this object constantly in view. 

I am deeply conscious, Mr. President, 
of the responsibility laid upon me, and 
I am well aware how hard it will be for 
me to prove worthy of the high mission 
with which I have been honored. I come 
to America for the first time with a 
warm admiration for, but without any 
personal knowledge of, the great nation 
over which you have been called to pre- 
side; and I feel my inexperience the more 
keenly because J succeed as British am- 
bassador here one who had passed a 
considerable part of his life in this coun- 
try, whose sympathies with your people 
were therefore based upon a thorough un- 
derstanding, and, I may add, whose singu- 
Inr charm of character endeared him to 
all wno knew him. 

“I can only say, Mr. President, that; 
with God’s help. I will do my best to 
carry out the duty entrusted to me. No 
duty could be more in accord with my 
wishes and it will be a very real happl- 


ness when my work here comes to an eng 
~ 


if f can feed that I have been able 
help, however little. in bringing about an 
increase of the good will between our 
two nations. I believe that upon that 
good will depends !n no smal] degrée the 
welfare of the world.”’ 
Roosevelt to Durand. 

In replying, the president said: 

“Mr. Ambassador: It affords me sincere 
gratification to receive from your hands 
the letter whereby his ‘najesty, King 
Edward VII accredits vou as his ambas- 
sador to the tnited States of America. 
Through you, the personal representative 
of your sovereign. I cordially reciprocate 
his majesty'’s desire that friendship and 
g00d will between our two countries shall 
be strengthened and perpetuated. and 
with the concurrent efforts of the Amer- 
ican government I doubt not that success 
wil] attend your endeavors to fulfil! his 
majesty’s desire to this beneficial end. 
“Following as you do, Mr. Ambassador, 
in the steps of one whose genial svm- 
pathy with our people and whose inti- 
mate knowledge of this country stood 
him in good stead by enabling him to 
fain the confidence and esteem of this 
government and to win the affection of 
all with whom he was brought irto asso- 
ciation, T cannot donht that rou. being 
inspired by the same good purposes and 
animated by the same Kindly feelings, 
will achieve no less than did vour Jament- 
ed predecessor, and merit equally with 
him the hirh reward of this erovernment 
and of my countrymen, It Is fitting that 
this should he and that mindful of the 
ties of friendship and speech. moved bv 
like aspirations of progress In the paths 
of neace and sharing & reverential trust 
in tha Almighty will that genides our des- 
tinies, our two nations and  ~peoples.

The extension of the Atlantic and Bir- 
mingham road to Atlanta will be by way 
of Warm Springs. Greenville, Grant- 
ville and other towns elong that direc- 
tion, it is said. 

This is expected by local railroad men 
to develop a territory, that has been in 
a measure neglected in the past, and 
the road will prove a great incentive to 
new enterprises in the western-central 
part of the state. 

That the road will be built is regarded 
as a certainty here, The capital can be 
obtained, it is said, without difficulty by 
the men who have the matter in charge, 
and it is reported to be thélr purpose to 
get together a soufhern system which 
will rival the great lines of the north 
and west in importance and amount of 
business done, The Seaboard Air Line 
is already in the hands of these men, 
and the Seaboard !s now a large system. 
It sends trains from Portsmdéuth through 
Atlanta into Birmingham—or will in a 
few months—and thrédtgh Augusta into 
Jacksonville, Fla. It reaches Columbus 


‘and taps the rich farming and manu- 
facturing districts surrounding that city. 


With the addition of the proposed new 


‘ }ine into Atlanta, the system will become 


one of tho largest in the south and will 
be a great factor in the upbuilding of 
this section. 

It is not known what the name of the 
new system will be. It may be called 
the Seaboard and it may have another 
title, but the people who have control 
of the Seaboard will control the new 
lines, it Is learned on good authority. 

Developments will be watched by south- 
ern railway interests with the closest at- 
tention. According to the best opinion 
among those who are posted it will not 
be difficult to secure the money to carry 
out the designs of those at the head of 


the Seaboard, as the south just now fk 


regarded as the best part of the United 
States for financial investments. It Is 
said that none of the wild schemes that 
have brought so much loss in the north 
have obtained a foothold here, and the 
conservatism of southern business enter- 
prises has attracted much attention 
among the financiers who will be called 
= to furnish the sinews for the new 
eal. 


The conference committee of the South- 
eastern Passenger Association meets 
December !6-!7 at Augusta, and the 
sessions wil be held at the Hampton 
Terrace hotel. About thirty representa- 
tives of the roads in this section will 
attend the meeting. which is the regular 
bi-monthly assembly of the passenger 
men.

General passenger agents of the va- 
rious roads will form the bulk of the 
attendance, 

E. A. Niel, general freight agent of the 
Southern, is probably the only Atlanta 
man, except the chairman and the secre- 
tary, who will be present today. Mr. Niel 
is the only traffic man located in this 
city, that department of the other south- 
érn roads being In other cities. 


James H. Barrett has accepted the post- 
tion of general ‘superintendent of the 
Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg rall- 
way, and assumes charge of his new 
duties at once, 

This settles one of the many rumors 
that have been current recently in con- 
nection with the changes that have oc- 
curred in the official roster of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia. It has been stated free- 
ly within the past few weeks that Mr. 
Barrett would become connected with 
the management of the Central, and his 
friends in this section were greatly in- 
terested in his futuré movements. 

Mr. Barrett was formerly general su- 

perintendent of the Southern railway, and 
has quite recently been acting in that 
capacity for the Chicago and Alton, re- 
signing the latter position to go with the 
Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg line. 
This road, while not one of the larger 
systems of the country, is said to do the 
biggest \freight business of any line of 
similar length in the United States. it 
extends from the Great Lakes to Pitts- 
burg, roughly speaking, and its incoming 
trains Kandle immense quantities of min- 
-eral ores f the lake regions bound 
for the pr and refineries of Pitts- 
burg. thier return trips they carry 
the thousands of tons of coal that Pitts- 
burg ships to the country to the north 
and west. This road is 500 miles long, 
and passes through some of the largest 
cities of the north. 
Mr. Barrett spent many years in the 
south in connection with his railroad work, 
and he probably has as many friends and 
acquaintances in this section as any man 
now in the business, His success Nas 
created considerable. discussion locally, 
and many expressions of pleasure have 
been heard during the past day or two. 


Yesterday afternoon the Seaboard Air 
Line telegraphed for an extra car to be 
attached to its reguiar morning train 
from the north to enable the road to han- 
dle the large colonist movement which :s 
passing through Atlanta bound for points 
in California and other states of the west. 
This car will be added to the train at 
Chester, §. C., and will come as far as 
Atlanta. From here the colonists will 
take the Atlanta and West Point and 
the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Southern Pacific for New Orleans and 
the west. 

Tuesday was the first day in December 
when the low rate tickets can be pur- 
chased, and there were such large ad- 
vance indications of the travel] that the 
Seaboard decided to make preparations in 
time to accommodate the travel.

Chicago, December 9—In a collision 
between two northbound trains on the 
South Side elevated railway today at 
the Fifty-first street station Harry Cot- 
tel. a motorman, was fatally hurt and 
several of the passengers seriously in- 
jured. 

The fog and frost on the rails were 
responsible for the accident. While the 
guards on the elevated train were hold- 
ing the gates shut in order to prevent 
the passengers from jumping to the 
track and probably being electrocuted 
the wires In one of the coaches became 
crossed, starting a fire in the crowded 
car. The ery of ‘‘fire’ caused a panic. 
Windows were smashed and a rush was 
made for the doors. In a fight to ex- 
tinguish the flames one of the extinguish- 
ers struck Charles Redman on the head, 
causing an ugly scalp wound.

When the will of Paul B. Du Chaillu, 
African explorer, was filed the interest- 
ing fact was revealed that it was a dis- 
appointment In love that led the wealthy 
and brilliant writer to turn explorer. 

From the day that his sweetheart be- 
came the bride of another. Du Chaillu 
threw himself into the work of African 
exploration with this whole soul, never 
Sparing his health nor Nis wealth in the 
exacting cause of science. 

His most notable performances were 
the discovery of the gorilla and the pig- 
mv races in the heart of darkest Africa. 
When he made the announcements of 
these discoveries in his hooks they were 
received with derision, and it was not un- 
til specimens of both gorillas and dwarfs 
were exhibited in Europe that his detrac- 
tors were silenced. 

Du Chaillu died in St. Petersburg on 
May ! last. His body was shipped to this 
country by the St. Petersburg Geographi- 
cal Society. Henry R. Hovt. a warm 
zersonal friend of the deceased. was 
named as executor. 

Although Du Chaillu spent a great for- 
tune in his explorations, his will be- 
cueaths only $500 of personal property. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
he gave away all of his vaiuable spect- 
ménts. His hooks. “‘The Land of the 
Midnight Sun.” “The Country of the 
Dwarfs.’ “Lost in the Jungle.” “Me 
Avingi Country.’ “Stories of the Gorilla 
World’ and “Wild Life Under the Euaa- 
tor’ had 4 great circulation. and Dn 
Chaillu might have heen a very wealthy 
man, but he preferred to devote himself 
entirely to scientific work.

Melville 
scored again by frustrating the famous 
plot of the anarchists, Pelti and Far- 
nara, to hurl a bomb into the London 
stock exchange during its most crowded 
time, and became stf{ll more famous by 
arresting Ravachol, who threw the bomb 
into the French chamber of deputies, 
as the notorious anarchist was leaving 2 
train at Victoria Station, London. 

So it was quite evident that this 
Irishman, who was so uncommonly han- 
dy at beating the “reds’’ at their own 
game, was the man to have charge of

'the beggars have found out that Chicago 


is a poor field for plying their vocation 
and they are traveling east, north, west 
or south, the police do not care in which 
direction, the main thing being that they 
stand not upon the order of their going, 
but go at once. 

Most of the fakirs wha !mpose upon a 
kind-hearted public by means of band- 
ages, crutches and the like have all been 
scattered, and if they ply their trade at 
all are obliged to do so with the great- 
est care. They are no lonSw permitted 
to choose an attractive spot where large 
crowds are constantly passing back and 
forth. They have to be sure now that 
they are near @ convenient alley, down 
which they May dodge at the first ap-« 
pearance of a bluecoat, 

Before the police @me down so hard 
on the beggars they had not only grown 
exceedingly bold, but insolent as well. On 
several occasions when citizens who had 
been imported for ald declined to give 
any money they were knocked down or 
assaulted. The beggars probably thought 
that the publication of these stories would 
convince citizens that when the “bum” 
levied tribute it should be paid, and at 
once, or dire results would follow.

invariably greeted with the title of gen- 
tleman, at least at political meetings.

The learned judge then went on the 
other tack by pointing out that, wnile 
the house painter had, it wasetrue, a 
ecard, nevertheless a card was not the 
same thing as a coat of aTms; yet, said 
the judge, the good painter has at least 
one characteristic which is thought in- 
variably to be the mark of a gentleman, 
namely the gout.

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The City and the Cold Cars. 
The street cars have been exceed- 
ingly frigid throughout the past fort- 
night’s severe spell of weather, but: 
not as frigid as the pretext vouchsafed 
to a shivering public by the street 
railway authorities in explanation of 
their failure to order the heat turned 
on in the cars. | 

The coolness of that public be dash- 
ed answer to reportorial inquiry, ap- 
propriated by the elements, would 
have made the mercury go hide itself 
in the bulb and the weather man hang 
out blizzard signals. 

Atlantans are asking themselves, in 
nasal accents between coughs and 
sneezes, “Has consolidation come to 
this?” 

Has consolidation come to this, in- 
aeed! It was never thus before in the 
history of Atlanta's street car service 
~—it never could have been thus. 
Only little over a year ago there was 
aggressive competition in this species 
of public utility. The rival lines vied 
with each other to make their patrons 
comfortable and satisfied with the ser- 
vice funished, and when they wanted 
anything of council, which was all the 
time and al] the earth, they promised 
the dear people anything. Well, they 
took us upon the figurative mountain 
and offered us everything visible and 
invisible on the circumambient land- 
scape, if we would but let them con- 
solidate, and—behold the beauties of 
consolidation! 

The Constitution regrets that this 
issue has been raised, for we are not 
uisposed to pillory the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company merely be- 
cause it is a monopoly and because 
monopolies generally stand prejudged 
before the tribunal of publie opinion. 
On the contrary, we recognized the 
fact that the merger was, in many re- 
spects, the better equipped to give At- 
lanta a first-class street railway ser- 
vice, and that was what Atlanta de- 
manded. We confess, more in regret 
than anger, that some of our progres- 
Sive expectations: have been disap- 
pointed, and especially so in the mat- 
ter of withdrawing the heat from the 
cars in cold weather. 

The street railway company has 
shown an unmistakable disregard of 
public convenience, comfort and opin- 
ion, and is seemingly determined to 
sacrifice corporate self-respect, which 
alone makes corporate monopoly tol- 
erable, to official self-sufficiency. The 
action of the company in compelling 
street car patrons to subject them- 
selves to the discomforts and positive 
Cangers of riding in unheated cars in 
wintry weather is nothing short of 
Outrageous, and the flippant excuse 
officially given in reply to protesting 
public clamor is distinctly adding in- 
sult to injury. The merger has made 
its attitude toward the public plain, 
with a vengeance, and The Constitu- 
tion, in behalf of civic rights and civic 
decency, proposes to do its utmost to 
aid its wronged fellow-townsmen in 
asserting both their civic and human 
rights. 

The appeal lies with the authorities. 
The city attorney has pointed out the 
remedy. The Georgia state railroad 
commissioners have the power to com- 
pel the adequate heating of the cars, 
and it is the duty of council, in such 
a deplorable contingency, to lose no 
time in going with the city’s grievance 


_to the proper authority at the state 


house. 
An overwhelming public sentiment 


; demands this, and demands it of in- 


herent civic right. The people will 
not tamely submit to being made the 
plaything of public utilities whose very 
existence depends upon public favor. 

From present indications the long 
cold snap is soon to pass away, but 
milder weather should not lull the 
public into forgetfulness of the hard- 
ships of the last two weeks of No- 
vember. 

We have no assurance that the 
Same hard conditions will not con- 
front us on the street cars when the 
next cold wave strikes us, and the 
season of cold waves is here. The 
time to act is now, and the action 
must be sharp and decisive. 

The people of Atlanta, with one 
voice, call upon their representatives 
in the municipal legislature to take 
this matter, without an hour’s unnec- 
essary delay, to the state railway 
commission, in order that the city 
may know where it stands. 

The public should have redress or 
know the reason why!

The Atlanta chamber of commerce 
will call upon the business men of 
Atlanta for the $2,500 which has to be 
pledged by the chamber to complete 
the subscription of $10,000 with which 
to pay for <Atlanta’s exhibit in the 
Model City at the St. Louis exposition. 

Five thousand dollars has been 
pledged by the city, and $2,500 has 
been subscribed by the Atlanta Term- 
ina] Company. 

The remaining $2,500 promised by 
the chamber of commerce ought to be 
raised without the slightest effort and 
the people of the city should regard 
as a privilege the opportunity of sub- 
scribing the very modest sum asked. 

Already a large part of this sub- 
scription has been voluntarily sent in 
end the few dollars that remain to 
complete the amount pledged should 
be received today. 

It is needless to argue the import- 
ace of having Atlanta take advantage 
of the splendid opportunity offered to 
make an exhibit at the St. Louis expo- 
Sition; and when the fact is taken into 
consideration that this city is one of 
the twenty-five leading American 
cities invited to make a special exhib- 
it, the fund necessary should be forth- 
coming without even a formal can- 
vass. 

Let the fund be completed at once, 
so that the necessary preliminary 
steps may be taken toward the prep- 
arations for the Atlanta exhibit. 


Shipping in the Philippines. 

In his report of the operations of 
the bureau of insular affairs, Colo- 
nel Clarence Edwards, the effi- 
cient chief of the bureau, calls 
attention to the necessity of con- 
gress making some provision reg- 
ulating the coastwise or _inter- 
island shipping, and also that between 
the islands and the ports of the Unit- 
ed States proper. 

The last act of congress bearing 
upon this question provided that after 
the ist of July, 1904, the provisions 
of law restricting to vessels of the 
United States the transportation of 
passengers and merchandise, directly 
or indirectly, from one port of the 
United States to another port of the 
United States shall affect not only 
the business between United States 
ports and those of the Philippines, 
but shall also apply to vessels en- 
gaged in trade between the different 
ports of the Philippine archipelago. 
In other words, that the traffic desig- 
nated shall be taken under the coast- 
wise trade laws, which gives a mo- 
nopoly of the business between differ- 
ent ports of the United States to ves- 
sels holding American registry. 

The officials of the Philippine civil 
government hold that it will be ab- 
solutely necessary, in order to insure 
anything like adequate transportation 
facilities, that either the time when 
the coastwise laws shall become ef- 
fective out there be extended for a 
considerable period, or that the ves- 
sels now engaged in the inter-island 
business be admitted to American 
registry. It is reported that certain 
Shipping interests in the United 
States which seek to secure for them- 
selves a monopoly of this inter-island 
traffic have sent a lobby to Washing- 
ton to work against the adoption of 
either of the suggestions of Governor 
Taft and his associates. 

There seems to be absolutely no jus- 
tice in this desire to deprive the pres- 
ent owners of ships engaged in Philip- 
pines trade of the rights accorded to 
them—nothing, in fact, but selfish- 
ness. The American ship builders in 
whose interest the coastwise laws 
have been made, enjoy an absolute 
monopoly of the building of the ships 
permitted to do business between 
strictly American ports. Their indus- 
try enjoys the highest protection ac- 
corded by the laws to any American 
industries. They have always had 
representation in high official place, 
and their interests have been zealous- 
ly guarded. 

Their prosperity is very real. Cer- 
tainly they do not need a monopoly 
of the Philippines trade and it should 
not be given them, either at the ex- 
pense of Philippines ship builders, of 
whom there are a few, or of the ves- 
sels now engaged in inter-island busi- 
ness.

Every dictate of common sense and 
justice would seem to point to the im- 
mediate admission to American regis- 
try, under proger conditions, of all 
these vessels now engaged in the 
inter-island trade. Congress should 
not permit any shipping lobby to de 
feat the ends of manifest justice.

AS PEACEMAKER 


Clause “Accept the Conse- 
quences” Cut Out 


All Is Quiet at Tech and It Is Be- 
lieved That the Recent 
Trouble Is Ended — A 
Card from President 
Hall 


Coach Heisman has assumed the role 
of peacemager at fhe Tech and as a re- 
sult of his efforts the situation at this 
institution has assumed a more peaceful 
aspect and the strained conditions exigt- 
ing between the student body and the 
eight students who went to the Georgta- 
Auburn game in preference to the South 
Carolina-Tech game have siightly re-. 
laxed. 

Coach Heisman has been very much 
disturbed by the condition of affa'rs at 
the Tech and the feeling existing be- 
tween the University of Georgia and the 
Tech. Upon coming to this city to take 
charge of Tech athletics he determined 
as a preliminary measure to lessen this. 
feeling as much as possible and substi- 
tute in its place a healthy spirit of ri- 
valry. 

Yesterday he called a meeting of the 
leaders in thig movement against the 
elght students, four of whom are former 
Georgia men, who have been asked fo 
leave the college, and discussed the sit- 
uation wifh them. He showed the boys 
that the public has generally miscon- 
strued the clause in their resolutions 
stafing that the sfudents must leave 
college or “accept the consequences,” 
and thinking that this meant bodily in- 
jury to the men named, were disposed 
to take their part. 

No Bodily Harm Intended. 

And in order to clearly set forth the 
position of the committee on this point, 
the following card was authorized: 

“On Account of the supposed meaning 
of the much discussed phrase ‘or accept 
the consequences,’ contained in the re- 
cent resolutions of the student body, we 
feel it best to say that there is no inten- 


‘tion, nor has there ever been any inten- 


tion, on the part of the students to do 
any bodily harm to any man who attend- 
ed the Georgia-Auburn football game. 
“JACK WITMAN. 
“JOE A. HALL, JR. 
“JOHN B. BARRETT. 
“J. &% THRASH.’’ 

As the matter now stands the student 
body has ordered the eight students who 
went to the Georgia-Auburn game _ to 
leave college, and fhe students hav2 
unanimously refused to go. As the 
chesen committee. of the students ap- 
pointed at the mass meeting state that 
they do not intend to bodily tnjure the 
Objects of their attention, there is no 
way in which they can carry out thelr 
intentions. The only thing left for them 
to do is to ignore the eight men. 

President Hall’s Card. 

There has been some criticism of the 
faculty from different sources because 
it has not put an end to the action of 
the student body. President Lyman 
Hall, of the Technological school, has 
written a card to The Constitution, ex- 
plaining the position of the faculty in 
this matter. 

His card follows: 

Editor Constitution: As no official 
statement has been made by the faculty 
relative to the resolutions passed in a 
mass meeting held by the students this 
week, and as many other statements 
have been made which may place the 
authorities in a culpable position, it be- 
comes my duty to give to the people who 
support, and who are friends of the 
school, a simple statement of the facts 
in the case. 

Before the mass meeting some of the 
students asked for permission to holi 
a mass meeting in our main assembly 
hall to pass resolutions condemning ths 
action of certain students for attending 
the Georgia-Auburn football game. I 
refused and stated such meeting could 
not be held on the campus. I said, fur- 
thermore, that nothing could be done to 
interfere with any young man’s educa- 
tion here. 

The mass meeting was held off the 
cdmpus, and I learned from the next 
morning’s paper of the resolutions which 
were passed. I at once called in the 
students whose names were mentioned 
as participants in the movement, ani 
told them the students against whom 
the resolutions were passed should not 
be molested. I was assured by thegn 
that nothing further could be done in 
the matter, except to ignore the studenis 
in question. 

I then insisted that the class presidents 
be seen and that the classes fully un- 
derstand that the students should not 
be interfered with in any way. 

I learned that the resolutions had been 
changed, doing away with the threat ex- 
pressed and withdrawing the statement 
that a warning had been given by the 
faculty. 

The faculty has had nothing to say 
in the matter and has given no warning.

LOTTERY BILL 


Cuban Sentiment, However, 
Appears to Favor the 
Measure, 


Wavana, December 2.—President Palma 
Was requested by a resolution of the 
senate today to transmit to that body a 
statement of the total amount of the 
bonds issued by the revolutionary junta. 
It is now proposed to pay these bonds 
out of the increasing surplus from or- 
dinary revenues instead of from the pro- 
posed $35,000,000 loan. 

The senate finance committee has prac- 
tically agreed to all of President Palma’s 
recent recommendations regarding the 
amendment of the loan law. The lottery 
bill caused a sharp contest in the house 
of representatives today, the question be- 
ing whether to refer it to the committee 
on finance, which is known ta _be hostile 
to its adoption, or to the committee on 
taxation. The motion to refer the bill to 
the former committee was carried by a 
vote of 24 to 23. 

It is expected that the bill will pass, 
but the day’s vote has given rise to a 
doubt as to whether it will prevail over 
the anticipated veto of President Palma.

Consensus of Opinion Places Vander- 
bilt in Front Rank on Gridiron 
Though Many Differ with 
This View—Tech Futgre 
in Athletics Bright. 


Thanksgiving day was @ day of sur 
prises in the football world and many 
a proud and haughty college whose teams 
were thought invincible felt the bitter- 
ness of unexpected and galling defeat 
inflicted by rivals, apparently outclass- 
ed, and many another team found that 
the road to victory was far harder to 
travel than anticipated. 

What team ean claim the champion- 
ship of the south? From every mountain 
top comes defiant shouts demanding the 
prize and nearly every college in the 
whole southland seems to believe that 
theirs is the best team in this section of 
the country, Still the prize must either 
go to one or be left for another season. 

Nearly all the larger colleges have 
good grounds for basing their claim to 
the imaginary pennant, which should go 
with each season's work. Sewanee, dbeat- 
en by Vanderbilt, may still claim to be 
equal with her conqueror, since she won 
from Cumberland, which college trailed 
the Venderbilt colors in the dust, And 
Vanderbilt, by virtue of her groat work 
during the seagon and her last yietery 
over Sewanee, stands in the position af a 
leader. 

Cumberland’s Fine Work. 

Yet Cumberland and Clemson. remain 
and their claims are nearly as strong if 
not equal to those of these two colleges. 
Cumberland has piled up a greater num- 
ber of points against opponents than any 
other eleven in the south, and Clemson's 
crack aggregation of football players has 
met defeat but onse, that time at the 
hands of North Carolina. Still, other 
claimants appear on the fleld of honor 
and challenge the rights of any of these 
colleges to the championship. For there 
is North Carolina, who ranks herself as 
a southern college, and has shown up in 
the front by her victories over Virginia 
and Clemson. §till enother would-be 
champion is ready with her claims, the 
University of Kentucky, who would as- 
sume championship rights chiefly on ac. 
count of the recent victory over the Ken- 
tucky State college. 

Some of these claims may be disposed 
of with ease. Kentucky has no right to 
rank with the leading southern teams. 
Her management made no effort to get 
games with big colleges and the eleven 
was cantent to play;for the most part 
urknown colleges. The most brilliant 
work of this college was against North 
Carolina in defeating the representatives 
of the Old North State. Still, Kentucky, 
judged by her schedule of games, can 
hardly be counted as a southern college 
and if the statements made .to the ef- 
fect that in the recent game with Ken- 
tucky State, the university team had 
ringers ready to be put into the contest 
if they were needed, is true, their claims 
do not need to be considered. 

Tarheels Out of Association. 

North Carolina does, nos belong to the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion and played but one southern college— 
Clemson. This game was favorable to 
North Carolina, but from the discussion 
of it, it seems that incompetent officials 
controlled the situation and that the 
Clemson Tigers did not have a fair show. 
Outside of this game North Carolina has 


not played a game with a Southern col- 
lege of any consequence, and therefore 
may be left out of the contest.

Kher management was unable to 
arrange gameg with Sewanee or Van- 
derbi], and the North Carolina and Cum- 
perland games were the only reali tests 
of her strength. Still the finish of her 
season was spectacular and showed the 
never dying, never give up spirit of foot- 
ball which Heisman has instjNed into his 
players. With the score standing I! to 
0 against them in the first haf of the 
Cumberland game, the Clemson cohorts 
went in determined to win at all odds, 
And with a fierce rush their scoring start- 
ed. Maxwell, the crack quarterback of 
the south, started the good work and 
with a writhing, twisting, dodging run 
he eluded pursuers and by splendid in- 
terference was able to gcore a touchdown 
after covering !00 yards. Undoubtedly 
ic was one of the greatest runs through 
a broken ficld ever seen in the south, 
Then Furtick smashed through the line 
and made a touchdown after a 40-yard 
Tun. 

And Cumberland has nothing to be 
ashamed of in the work of her team for 
the year. She more than upheld her 
colors against the best teamg in the 
south and when Vanderbilt and Sewanee 
beth dared not take up the giove thrown 
down by Clemson, this little college from 
Lebanon, who had beaten Vanderhilt and 
lost in the last moment of the game to 
Sewanee. took up the gantilet, fought one 
of the best games of the seasop and 
drew a tie with Heisman’s hunch of 
players. 

As for the other teams and the order 
in which they should be ranked. Imme- 
diate:y after the leaders should come 
Texas, of whom little is known, as she 
plays colleges in the west; the Aericul- 
tural and Mechanical college, of North 
Carolina, who has played good hall 
throughout the season, and South Caro- 
lina, whose playing is probably the best 
of the three, though she was beaten by 
the Agricu.tural and Mechanica] college 
by the score of 6 to 5 in a game which 
did not show the real strength of either. 


The “Also Ran” of Season. 

After these three teams comes Dayid- 
son, Georgia, Alabama, Tennessee, Au- 
burn, Tech and Louisiana State in the 
order named. These are the most import- 
ant colleges in the south in the footbal! 
world. Of course exception may be taken 
to this grouping, but the work of the 
season probably supports i1.. 

At the top stands Davidson, beaten In 
three games at least, by South Carolina, 
Clemson and Virginia Polytechnic insti- 
tures Her showing against Clemson was 
very poor and it was the opinion of many 
Clemson men that Georgia had the better 
team. Stil] her all round record is bet- 
ter and she deserves the leading position 
in this group. = 

Georgia is undoubtedly the leader over 
the other colleges named in this number. 
The Alabama college is the only one that 
has any right to dispute Georgia's su- 
periority, by virtue of comparative scores 
in games with Vanderbilt and Auburn. 
Still, it is doubtful if the Alabama boys 
could win from the eleven living in the 
Classic City. Alabama comes next and

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TO ESCAPE FIRE 


Great Catholic University at 
Oltowa Is Burned, 


Hundreds of Students Leaped from 
Fourth Story Windows Into 
Outstretched Blankets and 
Were Badly Bruised. 

No Lives Lost. 


Ottawa, Ont., December 2.—The Ottawa 
university in this city was totally des- 
troyed ‘by fire early to-day. All that 
remains of the magnificient stone build- 


sto ‘ing, which was one of the sights of the 


eastern part of the city, are portions of 
walls. It will be two years before it 
can be rebuilt and meantime it will 
be impossible to get a place suitable 
to carry on the work of the institution. 

There were 450 students at the Unt 
versity which was a Roman Catholic 
institution, and was carrried on under 
the charge of the clergy. Of the stu 
dents about 350 were boarders and the 
remainder day scholars. Nearly all of the 
boarders are principally from New 
England. 

Students in a Panic. 

While the students were at breakfast 
in the frefectory about 7 o’clock some 
of them smelled smoke escaping around 
the pipes. In half an hour the fire 
made. its appearance and soon after- 
wards the whole building was in a 
blaze. The students and others who had 
risen early escaped easily. A number 
who were still abed had to take the 
fire escapes in their night shirts or jump 
from the building into blankets held out 
by the firemen below. The fire escapes 
were all on one side of the structure 
and those who slept on the other side 
ecoula not reach them. They had to 
jump, some of them from the fourth 
and fifth stories. It was in jumping that 
the accidents occured. All of the stu- 
dents however, escaped with slight in- 
jury no one being seriously hurt. Two 
of the priests were seriously injured, 
and one Father Boyon, is not expected 
to live.

Father Fulham was on the fourth 
floor. He leaped into a blanket held out 
for him and sustained some injuries to 
his side but will recover. Father 
McGuerty was burned on the heat and 
arms but not seriously injured. An old 
woman, a servant, jumped from the fifth 
story and was badly hurt. 

S. Harvey, a student from Brunswick, 
Me., woke only when his bed was on 
fire. He sprang to the wtndow in his 
night shirt and throwing his body out- 
side hung to the sill for fifteen minutes 
when he was taken down safely by the 
firemen. A student named Culten jump- 
ed from the fourth story with his 
glasses on and had his face cut. Miss 
Dupuis, a domestic, was badly injured. 
The studénts lost all their effects. It 
is expected that all will recover except 
Father Boyon. The loss is from $250,000 
to $300,000; insurance $200,000.

Russia and Japan Will Nol 
Appeal To Aims 


News That a Basis of Settlement Has 
Been Reached Causes Joy in 
European Capitals—No Ar- 
bitration of Manchu- 
rian Question. 


London, December 2.—The Japanese 
minister, Baron Hayashi, received the 
news of the basis of the agreement reach- 
€d between Russia and Japan through 
the executive dispatch of the Associated, 
Press on the subject from Paris last 
night. He said: 

“That is splendid news. I have been 
waiting a long time in the hope of hear- 
ing it. With the basis reached it will 
only be a short’time before the treaty is 
signed. The whole difficulty so far has 
been to arrive at a basis satisfactory to 
both nations.”’ 

Regarding the suggested arbitration of 
the difficulties between Japan and Rus- 
sia, Baron Hayashi said: 

“No such proposition has deen mention- 
ed to me, and I doubt if the Manchurian 
question could be settled by that method. 
The Hague court appears to me to exist 
more for the purpose of interpreting 
Knotty points of existing treatics than for 
dealing with such a territorial question 
as Manchuria.”’ 

The other embassies here are inclined to 
take a similar view of the arbitration 
suggestions. 

Baron Hayashi denied that Japan has 
purchased or is negotiating for either 
the Chilian or Argentine war ships built 
in Europe for those republics. 

Mutual Desire for Peace. 

St. Petersburg, December 2.—Inquiry 
has been made at the foreign office re- 
specting the announcement from Paris 
that a basis for an agreement between 
Russta and Japan had been reached. It 
was impossible to secure any cOnfirma- 
tion beyond the statement that a mutual 
desire for peace exists. With this end in 
view, they have both decided temporari- 
ly to put aside questions whose decision, 
on account of the position of each, !s 
found to be impracticable. The negotia- 
lions, so far as Russia is. concerned, are 
confined to delimiting the rights of rail- 
roads, telegraphs, etc., of eastern Korea. 
Japan holds in abeyance the Manchurian 
questions concerning which Russia de- 


are matters between her and Ghina un- 
til she ascertains whether a satisfactory 
agreement is reachable regarding Korea, 
Russia contends that Japan’s treaty 
rights in Manchuria were secured from 
China and stands on the same footing as 
those of the United States and the other 
powers.

40,000, 


Fort Worth, Tex., December 2.—The 
farmers of Texas are being unionized at a 
rapid rate. There are today some 3,000 
unions in Texas, with a total membership 
of 40,000, or more, and the organization 
is spreading like wildfire. It began at 
Emory, Rains county, about ten months 
ago, under the name of the ‘‘Farmers’ 
Educational and Cooperative Union of 
America,’’ and is now established in 
nearly every populous county in Texas.

Hopeful View of Situation.

But this feeliMz was 
changed by Me receipt of the announce- 
ment from Paris that a basis of a set- 
tlement had been reached.

Later a tide of 
alarming dispatches quickly reversed the 
favorable sentiment and stopped the trad- 
ing absolutely. 

Official circles, however, take a more 
hopeful view of the situation than the 
public. The hope that War will be avert- 
ed is based to a barge extemt on the belief 
that Great Britain will earnestly sup- 
port Japan. According to this official 
view Great Britain’s present policy is 
based on a desire to keep Russia engazed 
until Lord Curzon, the viceroy of India, 
has completed his tour of the Persian 
gulf and while the forward movement of 
the British in Thibet js in progress.

TRYING TO FIND 
MISSING BONDS 


Costly Securities Lost in the 
Shipbuilding 
Wreck. 


New York, December 2.—Hearing in the 
reclamation proceedings in the matter of 
Daniel Leroy Dresser and his creditors 
was continued today, the examination 


being particularly directed to the discov- 
ery of the disposition that had been made 
of three hundred and sixteen bonds re- 
ceived by Mrs. Dresser from John W. 
Young, of the United States Shipbuild- 
ing Company. 

W. H. Andrews, who, with Mr. Day- 
ton, represented Mr. Young, explained 
to the referees that the bonds were re- 
ceived under conditions which necessi- 
tated their return, but when the time 
came to return them, Mr. Dresser could 
account for only one hundred and Ssix- 
teen. The reclamation proceedings, which 
were begun June 9 last; are to establish 
the fact that the bonds are not the 
property of the creditors of Dresser & 
Company, but are the property of Mr. 
Young. 

Mr. Dresser said the bonds in question 
were deposited as security for a 1l10an 
which has since been reduced, and that 
he always considered the bonds as Mr. 
Young’s and not at the disposal of the 
creditors. He said he Nad verbal au- 
thority from Mr, Andrews to use Mr. 
Young's bonds as collateral for a loan, 
the bonds having been entrusted to him 
for that purpose. Further than this he 
would not testify and the referee gus- 
tained him in his refusal to answer be- 
cause to do so might tend to incriminate 
him. 

The hearing was adjourned until De- 
cember 9.
